SCHEDULE 

MORMUGAO PORT EMPLOYEES (GENERAL PROVIDENT FUND) REGULATIONS, 1964 


In exercise of the powers confen-ed under Section 28 read with Section 124(1) & (2) of MPT Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), 
the Board of Trustees for the Port of Mormugao hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend the Mormugao Port 
Employees (General Provident Fund) Regulations, 1964, viz. 

1. (i) Short Title: These regulations may be called Mormugao Port Employees (General Provident Fund) (Amend¬ 
ment) Regulations, 1996. 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect from the date of publication in the Gazette of India. 

2 AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 2 : 

Substitute the existing sub-regulation (3) of regulation 2 with the following : 

“Save as otherwise expressly provided by issue of orders by Govt., emolument means pay, leave salary, or 
subsistence grant as defined in the Fundamental Rules and includes dearness pay appropriate to pay, leave 
salary or subsistence grant, if admissible, and any remuneration of the nature of pay received in respect of 
foreign service.” 

3. Delete the existing proviso to sub-regulation (3) of regulation 2. 

4. Delete the existing NOTE under sub-regulation (3) of regulation 2. 

5. Delete the words “and” appearing between the words “wives” and “children” and the words “of the subscriber” 
appearing between the words “children” and “and the widow” and include the words “parents, minor brothers, 
unmarried sisters” after the word “children” in clause (i) of Sub-regulation (5) of regulation 2 and add the 
following words after the word “subscriber” “and where no parents of the subscriber is alive, paternal 
grandparent". 

6. Delete the words “and” between the words “husband" and "children” and the words “of the subscriber” between 
the words “children” and “and the widow” and include the words "parents, minor brothers, unmarried sisters” 
after the word “children" appearing in clause (ii) of sub-regulation (5) of regulation 2 and add the following 
words after the word “subscriber” “and where no parents of the subscriber is alive, a paternal grandparent”. 

7. Add the following words to the explanation to sub-regulation (5) of regulation 2. 

“Or a ward under the Guardians and Wards Act, 1890 (8 of 1890) who lives with the employee and is treated as 
a member of the family and to whom the employee has, through a special will given the same status as that of a 
natural bom child.” 

8. Delete the following .words in sub-regulation (7) of regulation 2. 

(a) “Fundamental Rules or other rules or orders of the Central Government or by the leave” appearing between 
the words “by the” and “Regulations”. 

(b) “if any" occurring between the words “Regulation” and “framed”. 

(c) “section 28 of’ appearing between the words “under" and “the Major Port” and “whichever may be appli¬ 
cable to the subscriber”. 

9. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 6: 

Delete the words “such one of’ appearing between the words “be in” and "the forms” and “as in appropriate in

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the circumstances” appearing in sub-regulation (3) of regulation 6. 

10. Incorporate the following note to regulation 6. 

'‘NOTE: To this regulation unless the context otherwise requires “PERSON” or “PERSONS” shall include a 
company or association or body of individuals, whether incorporated or not. It shall also include a Fund such as 
the Prime Minister's National Relief Fund or any charitable or other Trust or Fund, to which nomination may be 
made through the Secretary or other executive of the said Fund or Trust authorised to receive payments.” 

11. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 7 : 

Introduce the following Note to Regulation 7. 

‘‘NOTE: A subscriber need not subscribe during a period treated as dies non." 

12. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 8: 

Delete 2nd proviso to clause (b) of sub-regulation (2) of regulation 8. 

13. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 10: 

Delete the words “and interest" appearing between the words “principal” and “of advances" in sub-regulation (1) 
of regulation 10. 

14. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 11: 

Introduce the following proviso as 3rd proviso to sub-regulation (3) of regulation 11: 

"Provided further that where the emoluments for a month are drawn and disbursed on the last working day of 
the same month the date of deposit shall, in the case of recovery of his subscription, be deemed to be the first day 
of the succeeding month.” 

15. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 11: 

Introduce the following as further proviso to sub-regulation (4) of regulation 11: 

"Provided further that where a subscriber on deputation to a body corporate, owned or controlled by the Govern¬ 
ment or an autonomous organisation registered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 (21 of 1860) or PSU 
etc., is subsequently absorbed in such body corporate or organisation with effect from a retrospective date for 
the purpose of calculating the interest due on the Fund accumulations of the subscriber, the date of issue of the 
orders regarding absorption shall be deemed to be the date on which the amount to the credit of the subscriber 
became payable subject, however, to the condition that the amount recovered as subscription during the period 
commencing from the date of absorption and ending with the date of issue of orders of absorption shall be 
deemed to be subscription to the Fund only for the purpose of awarding interest under this sub-regulation.” 

16. Introduce the following as a new sub-regulation (7) to regulation 11: 

“(7) In case a subscriber is found to have drawn from the Fund an amount in excess of the amount stating to his 
credit on the date of the drawal, the overdrawn amount, irrespective of whether the overdrawal occurred in the 
course of an advance or a withdrawal or the final payment from the Fund, shall be lumpsum, or in default, be 
ordered to be recovered by deduction in one lumpsum, from the emoluments of the subscriber. If the total 
amount to be recovered is more than half of the subscriber's emoluments, recoveries shall be made in monthly 
instalments of moieties of his emoluments till the entire amount together with interest, is recovered. For this sub¬ 
regulation the rate of interest to be charged on overdrawn amount would be 2-1/2% over and above the normal 
rate on Provident Fund balance under sub-regulation (1). 

17. Introduce the following NOTE to sub-regulation (7) of regulation 11. 

“NOTE: Payment of interest on the Fund balance beyond a period of 6 months may be authorised by— 

(a) the Accounts Officer upto a period of one year; and 

(b) the immediate superior to the Accounts Officer upto any period, 

after he has personally satisfied himself that the delay in payment was occasioned by circumstances beyond the 
control of the subscriber or the person to whom such payment was to be made, and in every such case the 
administrative delay involved in the matter shall be fully investigated and action, if any required, taken.” 

18. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 12: 

Delete the following words appearing in sub-regulation (1) of regulation 12: 

"The amount so transferred shall carry interest only. It shall not entitle the subscriber to any contribution by the 
Board in respect thereof." 
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19. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 13: 

Insert the following words between the words "the subscriber” and “or any” appearing in clause (a) of regulation 
13: 

"and members of his family”. 

20. Insert the following words between the words "subscriber” and “or any person” appearing in clause (b) of 
regulation 13 “and members of his family”, 

21. Delete the words “marriage/funeral or other ceremonies” appearing in clause (c) of regulation 13 and. introduce 
the following words in its place: "betrothal or marriages, funerals or other ceremonies." 

22. Delete the word “the” appearing between the words “by” and "subscriber” and “for vindicating his .duty” in 

between the words “subscriber” and “the advance” appearing in clause (d) of regulation 13 and substitute with 
the following words respectively: 

"or against” and “any member of his family or any person actually dependent upon him".

24. Introduce the word “official” in between the words “alleged" and "misconduct” appearing in clause (e) of 
regulation 13,

“Provided that, before such advance is disallowed the subscriber shall be given an opportunity to explain to the 
sanctioning authority in writing and within fifteen days of the receipt of the communication why the repayment 
shall not be enforced and if an explanation is submitted by the subscriber within the said period of fifteen days, 
it shall be referred to the Chairman for decision; and if no explanation within the said period is submitted by him, 
the repayment of the advance shall be enforced in the manner prescribed in this sub-regulation. 

26. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 15 : 

(a) Substitute the words “is satisfied" occurring between the words “Chairman” and “that money” with the 
words “has reason to doubt”. 

vb) Delete the word “shall” between the words “question” and “forthwith” and the words “be repaid by the 
subscriber” between the words “forthwith” and “to the fund”. 

(c) Delete the word “be" occurring between the words “default” and “ordered” and also the word “by” occur¬ 
ring between the words “ordered” and “the Chairman” and substitute the word “ordered" with the word 
“order”. 

(d) Substitute the word “Chairman” occurring between the words “by the” and “to be recovered" with the 
word “amount", 

(e) Introduce the following words between the words “of the money” and “the amount” in appearing in regula¬ 
tion 15: 

“he shall communicate to the subscriber the reasons for his doubt and require him to explain in writing and 
within fifteen days of the receipt of such communication whether the advance has been utilised for the 
purpose for which sanction was given to the drawal of the money. If the sanctioning authority is not satis¬ 
fied with the explanation furnished by the subscriber within the said period of fifteen days, the sanctioning 
authority shall direct the subscriber to repay.” 

27. AMENDMENT TO REGULATION 16 : 

Renumber the clause (1) below (16) as "A”. 

28. Insert the following as (B) after clause (c) of Regulation 16: 

“(B)During the service of a subscriber from the amount standing to his credit in the Fund for one or more of the 
following purposes, namely: 

(a) Renumber the existing clause (d) as (a) under “B” and add the following words at the end of the 
clause: 

“or any payment towards the allotment of a plot or flat by the State Housing Board or a House 
Building Co-Op. Society.” 

(b) Renumber the existing clause “(g)” and “(h)” as “(d)” and “(e)” under "B" and insert the word “or 
flat” in between the words “a house” and “already”. 
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(c) Renumber the existing clauses (e), (f) and (i) as (b), (c) and (0 respectively under “B”. 

(d) Delete the existing clause (j) and introduce the following as “C”: 

(C) Within twelve months before the date of the subscriber's retirement on superannuation from the 
amount standing to his credit in the fund, without linking to any purpose.” 

29. Introduce the following as clause “D” under regulation 16: 

“D. After completion of twenty years of service (including broken periods of service, if any) of a subscriber or 
within ten years before the date of his retirement on superannuation, whichever is earlier, from the amount 
standing to his credit in the fund, for one more of the following purposes, namely: 

(a) building or acquiring a suitable house or ready built flat for his residence including the cost of the site; 

(b) repaying an outstanding amount on account of loan expressly taken for building or acquiring a suitable 
house or ready built flat for his residence; 

(c) purchasing a house site for building a house thereon for his residence or repaying an outstanding amount on 
account of loan expressly taken for this purpose; 

(d) reconstructing or making additions or alterations to a house or a flat already owned or acquired by a sub¬ 
scriber; 

(e) renovating, additions or alterations or upkeep of an ancestral house at a place other than the place of duty or 
to a house built with the assistance of loan from Board, at a place other than the place of duty; 

(I) constructing a house on a site purchased under clause (c).” 

30. Substitute in NOTE I below regulation 16 the words “Mormugao Port Employees (House Building Advance) 
regulations 1973” for the words “Ministry of Works and Housing.” 

31. Insert the following between the words “Government sources” and “shall be" in NOTE I below regulation 16. 
“or recognised agency such as State Housing Board, House Building Co-operative Society, LIC, HDFC etc.” 

32. (a) Substitute the words “clause (d), (f) and (g) and (1)" with the words “Clause (a), (c), (d) and (f)” of sub- 
regulation (B) in NOTE below regulation 16. 

(b) Substitute the word “Government” appearing in 2nd para of Note I to regulation 16 with the word “Board." 

(c) Also substitute the words “clauses (d), (0 and (i)” with the words clauses (a), (c) and (f) of sub-regulation 
(13). 

33. (a) In NOTE 2 below regulation 16 substitute the words "clause (d), (g), (h) or (i)” with the words “clause (a), 

(d) , (e) or (f)” of sub-regulation “B.”

“clause d” with the words “clause a.” 

(c) In NOTE 4 below regulation 16, substitute the words “clause (d) or (g)” with the words “clause (a) or (d).” 

34. (a) Insert the following words between the words “occasions” and “shall not be treated” appearing in NOTE 5 
below regulation 16, namely “or a further addition or alteration to a house or flat covered by a fresh plan duly 
approved by the local municipal body of the area where the house or flat is situated," 

(b) also substitute the words “clause (d) or (i)” with the words “clauses (a) or (f)” of sub-regulation (B) in the 
same note.

39. Substitute in sub-regulation (3) of Regulation 17 the words “clause (d), clause (e), (f) of regulation 16” with the 
words “Clause (a), Clause (b) or Clause (c) of sub-regulation (B) of regulation 16” and introduce the following 
as proviso to this sub-regulation; 

“Provided that such permission shall not be necessary for 

(i) the house or house site being leased for any term not exceeding three years, or 

(ii) it's being mortgaged in favour of a housing board, nationalised banks, the Life Insurance Corporation or any 
other corporation owned or controlled by the Government or any other recognised agency such as State Housing 
Board, House Building Co-operative Society, L1C, HDFC etc. which advances loans for the construction of a 
new house or for making additions or alterations to an existing house, 

40. (a) Delete the following words between "lumpsum" and "and in default" appearing in the second para of sub¬ 
regulation (3) of Regulation 17, “together with the interest accruing thereon at the rate determined under Regu¬ 
lation 11”. 

(b) Add the following words after "sanctioning authority”; 

“after giving the subscriber a reasonable opportunity of making a representation in the matter”. 

41. Substitute in NOTE 1 below Regulation 17 the words "item (a) of sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 16”withthe 
words "item (a) of sub-regulation (A) of Regulation 16.”

42. Introduce the following as NOTE 1 below Regulation 18 ; 

NOTE 1: For the purpose of sub-regulation A and B of Regulation 16, the amount of subscription with interest 
thereon standing to t(ie credit of the subscriber in the account at the time of conversion plus the outstanding 
amount of advance shall be taken as the balance. Each withdrawal shall be treated as a separate one and the same 
principle shall apply in the event of more than one conversion.”

Port Trust, Autonomous Body or other organisation recognised by the Board for the purpose.”

(i) in the case of a male subscriber, the wife or wives, parents, children, minor brothers, unmarried sisters, 
deceased son's widow and children and where no parent of the subscriber is alive, a paternal grandparent. 
Provided that if a subscriber proves that his wife has been judicially separated from him or has ceased under the 
customary law of the community to which she belongs to be entitled to maintenance she shall henceforth be 
deemed to be no longer a member of the subscriber's family in matters to which these regulations relate unless 
the subscriber subsequently intimates in writing to the Accounts Officer that she shall continue to be so re¬ 
garded. 

(ii) In the case of a female subscriber, the husband, parents, children, minor brothers, unmarried sisters, de¬ 
ceased son's widow and children and where no parent or the subscriber is alive, a paternal grandparent. 
Provided that if a subscriber by notice in writing to the Accounts Officer express her desire to exclude her 
husband from her family, the husband shall henceforth be deemed to be no longer a member of the subscriber's 
family in matters to which these regulations relate unless the subscriber subsequently cancels such notice in 
writing. 

NOTE : Child means legitimate child and includes and adopted child where adoption is recognised by the 
personal law governing the subscriber or a ward under the Guardians and Wards Act, 1890 (8 of 1890) who lives 
with the employees and is treated as a member of the family and to whom the employee has, through a special 
will, given the same status as that of a natural bom child. 

If more than 
one person is nominated, the share payable to each nominee over the whole amount of the Provident Fund shall 
be specified. 

(e) — Col. 5. Death of nominee(s) should not be mentioned as contigency in this column.
